September, 1979, according to which, 40% of the annual level of the quotas for the export of garments for the year 1980 have been ear¬ 
marked for allotment on the basis of “Past Performance" and the basic quota for this purpose has to be determined on the basis of actual 
exports made during the basic period i.e. years 1976, 1977 and 1978 as an average of actual exports made during these three years. It 
has also been provided In the aforesaid Public Notice that such of the exporters of garments who wish to take advantage of the exports 
during the year 1979 (i.e. 1st January to 30th June, 1979) may also do so, but in such cases the basic quota will be determined by dividing 
their exports during the basic period including the year 1979 as aforesaid, by Four. The deteimination of quotas on the basis of “past 
performance" is to be done by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi, 

2. The intending exporters of garments who desire to apply for allotment of quotas on the basis of “past performance*' should submit 
their applications in the form given in Anncxure I to this Public Notice so as to reach the office of the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi, by 5th October, 1979, the latest. Applications received after the prescribed date will be summarily 
rejected and no correspondence in this regard will be entertained, 

3. The applications whould be accompanied by the following documents :— 

(a) Shipping Bill/Air-way Bill duly attested by the Customs—original or photostat copy. 

(b) Bank certificate, in original, 

(c) Invoice duly attested by the bank, in original. 

(d) Statement showing export of garments during the basic period, duly certified by a Charteied Accountant in practice, in the fcim 

prescribed in Anncxure II to this Public Notice. 

(c) A Treasury Receipt of Rs. 50/- (Rupees fifty) credited under the Head “Export Licence Application Fee" subordinate to the Major 
Head “097—Foreign Trade and Export Promotion**. 

The application fee should be deposited in any one of the branches of Central Bank of India, who have been authorised to receive 
ITC/ETC deposits. If the applicant is located in a district which does not have a branch of Central Bank of India authorised to receive 
such deposits the facility of remittance of application fee through Bank Draft will be available. 

4. Whereas consolidated applications in the form given’In Annexure I in respect of all the categories /Groups/Countries for which 
allotment of quotas is claimed may be made in the prescribed form, the statement of exports duly certified by the Chartered Accountant 
(Annexure II) should be prepared separately for each description/category /group/co untry in respect of which quota is claimed. The de¬ 
tails of exports in respect of each degcription/group/category/country as given in para 5 of the Statement should be supported by the rele¬ 
vant documents viz. Shipping Bill/Airway Bill, Bank Certificate and Invoice, details of which should be entered in the relevant columns 
of the Statement, duly cross-referenced by showing page numbers of these documents, with the entry made in the relevant column of the 
statement. Column 5(0 of the Statement will be completed in cases where no exports are to be counted during the year 1979 (1st January 
to 30th June, 1979). Col. 5(g) of the Statement will be completed only in those cases where exports are to be counted during the year 
1979 also. 
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It is clarified that even if a party does not have any exports during any of the years in the prescribed basic period viz. 1976,1977 and 
1978, the exports during any one or two years of this period will still be divisible by 3 to arrive at the basic average exports dining the basic 
period.
